“And then he removed 
one of the plastic coverings 
on the inside of a window.” 

When Air Canada Flight 
662 landed in Halifax, 
police were waiting. They 
met with the flight crew 
and went on board to arrest 
the man. 

“He was quite cordial,” 
Taplin said. “Then when we 
were taking him off the 
plane — once he was in 
handcuffs — he land of sat 
down and tried to resist a 
bit.” 

Darren Scott Martin, 32, 
was in court Thursday on 
charges of mischief and fail¬ 
ing to comply with flight 
crew instructions — a viola¬ 
tion under the federal Aero¬ 
nautics Act. He pleaded 
guilty and was sentenced to 
$250 on the mischief 
charge and $1,000 for the 
other violation.

sumes Sept. 14.

cois support to survive. 

Layton said his prefer¬ 
ence is to avoid an election, 
which he said Canadians 
don’t want. But he didn’t 
sound particularly opti¬ 
mistic that Harper will rise 
to the challenge. 

“So far we’ve been disap¬ 


pointed at that sense that 
there’s an unwillingness to 
reach out and work with 
opposition parties. 

Specifically, Layton wants 
Harper to show willingness 
to move on NDP motions to 
extend El benefits, protect 
pensions and regulate cred¬ 
it card rates. 

Earlier Thursday, Harper 
said he’s willing to consider 
“good, effective, affordable 
ideas” from the opposition 
to help the economy. But he 
insisted he won’t make any 
“backroom deals.”

Minister’s mind on woman 


Considers independent body to investigate Victoria Paul case

The province’s justice min¬ 
ister said Thursday his 
thoughts are with the fam¬ 
ily of the Indian Brook 
woman who has been 
clinging to life in a Halifax 
hospital after suffering a 
stroke in a jail cell. 

Justice Ross Landry also 
told reporters he’s review¬ 
ing whether it would be 
better to have an inde¬ 
pendent body investigate 
the province’s police de¬ 
partments when neces¬ 
sary, instead of have one 
police force investigate an¬ 
other, as is happening in 
the case of 44-year-old Vic¬ 


toria Paul. 

Truro police reportedly 
arrested Paul early last Fri¬ 
day morning for public in¬ 
toxication. She was kept in 
custody overnight 
along with her son, 
who was arrested at 
the same time for al¬ 
legedly breaching 
bail conditions. 

Deveron Paul told 
CBC News it took 
Truro police five 
hours to call para¬ 
medics after they Landry 
couldn’t wake his 
mother up the next morn¬ 
ing. Paul’s family expected 
her to be taken off life sup¬ 
port at Queen Elizabeth II 
Health Sciences Centre 
Thursday. 


Capital District Health 
Authority spokesman Pe¬ 
ter Graham, however, told 
Metro late Thursday after¬ 
noon Paul was still listed in 
critical condition at 
the hospital. 

The Truro Police 
Service announced 
a review into how 
officers dealt with 
Paul Thursday. 

Landry con¬ 
firmed Halifax Re¬ 
gional Police are 
helping investigate 
what actually hap¬ 
pened in the Paul case, but 
added he’s considering us¬ 
ing independent investiga¬ 
tors in the future. 

“I’m presently reviewing 
that very issue and looking 



at it as a possibility,” 
Landry said following a 
cabinet meeting in Halifax. 
“Whether that material¬ 
izes will take time.” 

Landry said he actually 
started looking into the 
matter a few weeks ago, 
before concerns raised by 
the Paul case, “because I 
thought it was an impor¬ 
tant question to look at.” 

He said he’s researching 
how other jurisdictions 
deal with these investiga¬ 
tions and consulting with 
stakeholders to find out 
more. 

“I take a strong interest 
in policing and the quality 
of service that we provide 
throughout the province,” 
he added.

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The province’s request of 
the country’s top court to 
reject an appeal made by 
Cape Breton Regional Mu¬ 
nicipality won’t necessari¬ 
ly stop CBRM from getting 
more equalization 
payments, Premier Darrell 
Dexter said Thursday. 

The municipality filed 
an application to the 
Supreme Court of Canada 
in July to have its case for 
more federal cash heard, 
but a lawyer for the Justice 
Department filed a de¬ 
fence last week asking for 
that appeal to be dis¬ 
missed. 

“I don’t think it in any 
way inhibits or reflects on 
the ability of the province 
to continue to look at the 
question of equalization,” 
Dexter told reporters after 
a cabinet meeting in Hali¬ 
fax. 

Dexter said it’s simply a 
judicial process and the 
province had to file its de¬ 
fence “in accordance with 
the deadlines that were 


imposed through the 
process.” The province ar¬ 
gues CBRM lacks a suffi¬ 
cient foundation to ad¬ 
vance a constitutional 
claim. 

CBRM Mayor John Mor¬ 
gan said the municipality 


plans to file a response 
this week, adding higher 
taxes and fewer services in 
the region compared to 
the Halifax area must be 
addressed. 

“The region will contin¬ 
ue to depopulate and 


cease to exist as an urban 
centre unless there (are) 
fundamental changes, he 
said.” 

The municipality argues 
the province has under¬ 
funded CBR by $20-million 
a year, dating back to mu¬ 
nicipal amalgamation in 
1995. 

“We ought not to be de¬ 
pendent on the courts to 
have our own provincial 
government treat us with 
fairness,” Morgan said, 
adding the province’s re¬ 
sponse is inconsistent 
with a principle of fairness 
Dexter endorsed during 
his election campaign this 
spring. 

Dexter agreed Thursday 
that “lawsuits are the last 
thing you want to do in 
terms of doing business,” 
adding, “you want to treat 
each other responsibly.” 

He also said he still be¬ 
lieves municipalities 
should receive fair and eq¬ 
uitable funding and that 
the province hopes to talk 
with its municipalities 
soon.

Province eyeing 
number, location 
of new jails, says 
justice minister

Justice Minister Ross 
Landry reiterated 
Thursday the province is 
examining whether or not 
Nova Scotia needs two 
new jails and if so, where 
they’re needed most. 

The former Tory govern¬ 
ment had planned to 
build replacements for the 
provincial correctional fa¬ 
cilities in both Antigonish 
and Amherst through 
public-private partner¬ 
ships. 

But Landry told 
reporters the New Democ¬ 
rats are looking at 
“whether we’re going to 
build one facility or two 
facilities,” as well as at 
“what is in the best inter¬ 
est of the taxpayer and 
the correctional 
institution.” He added 
that the review should be 
completed within the 
next few months. 

“We have to be fiscally 
responsible,” Landry said 
in Halifax after a cabinet 
meeting. “Location will be 
part of that equation.” 

Landry did, however, 
recognize a new jail is 
necessary. 

“The sooner we can get 
one, the better it will be 
for the clients that reside 
in those facilities, for the 
staff that has to work 
there and for public safe¬ 
ty.”

MacKay quits 
father’s firms 

Fined over conflict of interest 


Canada’s ethics 
commissioner fined 
Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay $200 on Thursday 
for failing to disclose his 
involvement as a director 
and officer of two compa¬ 
nies owned by his father. 

MacKay resigned from 
his positions with Beaver 
Lumber Co. Ltd. and Lome 
Resources Co. Ltd., earlier 
this week after the office 
of the ethics commissioner 
contacted him about his 
involvement in those com¬ 
panies. 

In a letter sent Thursday 
to MacKay, ethics commis¬ 
sioner Mary Dawson levied 
a $200 penalty for what 
she said was a “serious 


contravention” of the Con¬ 
flict of Interest Act. 

The act forbids cabinet 
ministers from serving as a 
director or officer in a cor¬ 
poration. 

In an interview, MacKay 
said the mistake was inad¬ 
vertent. “We don’t have di¬ 
rectors meetings. There’s 
no formal role that I ever 
played, and so I simply for¬ 
got essentially that my 
name was still showing on 
the roll,” MacKay said. 

MacKay said he has paid 
the fine but stressed that 
he received no payment or 
benefit as a result of his in¬ 
volvement in his father’s 
companies.

Death toll rises

At least 57 dead after Wednesday earthquake 


Children were crowded 
around a video game con¬

But forget the food, drink 


and other indulgences. 
What truly astounds me is 
how OLG’s free-spending 
management has been get¬ 
ting away with such sketchy 
financial re¬ 
porting. Based 
on the avail¬ 
able financial 
evidence — 
and if you visit 
the OLG web¬ 
site, you’ll see 
it’s scant — 
OLG might 
not be an op¬ 
eration you 


would want to invest in. The 
one annual report posted on 
the site is for the pre-reces¬ 
sion year ended March 31, 
2007, and it shows OLG with 
net income of $1.67 billion 
on revenues of $6 billion. 
That’s obviously a good mar¬ 
gin, yet it was nearly six per 
cent less than OLG earned 
the previous year. Unlike 
most corporate annual re¬ 
ports, OLG provides no five- 
or 10-year comparisons, so 


we don’t know whether rev¬ 
enues and earnings are 
growing or shrinking. 

The site does, however, 
have quarterly reports 
showing five years of unau¬ 
dited revenue figures for re¬ 
sort casinos and OLG casi¬ 
nos and slots ending with 
the 2008 fiscal year. Rev¬ 
enues in these categories, 
which normally provide 
more than 55 per cent of 
net income, are running 
three per cent lower than 
they were five years ago. As 
for the lotteiy and bingo 
revenues that generate the 
remaining profits, OLG tells 
us nothing, although a re¬ 
cent Statistics Canada study 
noted these activities lev¬ 
elled off in 2005 and actual¬ 
ly dropped in 2008. 

I’ll give you odds they 
haven’t improved since 
then.

Canada still in recession? 


Paris-based think-tank says recovery will trail G7 countries 


OECD’s forecast for Canada 


An international econom¬ 
ic think-tank is declaring 
Canada is still in re¬ 
cession, an assessment 
that is at odds with the 
Bank of Canada and most 
of the private-sector ana¬ 
lysts. 

The Paris-based Organi¬ 
zation for Economic Co¬ 
operation and Develop¬ 
ment says Canada’s econo¬ 
my will continue to shrink 
in the current quarter at a 
rate of two per cent, in 
contrast with the Bank of 
Canada’s contention that 
the recession has ended. 

In July, the central bank 


• The OECD says Canada will 
see gross domestic product 
shrink by 2.5 per cent this year 
as a whole, slightly better than 

predicted the current 
quarter will see a 1.3 per 
cent growth. 

“I don't know too many 
people who think that (the 
OECD forecast),” said Av¬ 
ery Shenfeld, the chief 
economist with CIBC 
World Markets.

cent retreat, but still below the 
Bank of Canada's estimate of a 
2.3 percent decline.

The think-tank's new 
numbers are actually an 
improvement from its 
June estimates, but if cor¬ 
rect, it will mean Canada 
will trail the G7 nations in 
its recovery, at least this 
quarter. 

The OECD was more san¬ 
guine about the global 
economy, saying parts of 
the world are headed for 
an earlier recovery than 
previously thought, partic¬ 
ularly Japan and countries 
that use the euro currency.

Normally, the unemploy¬ 
ment rate often continues 
to rise months after eco¬ 
nomic expansion begins be¬ 
cause the new jobs created 
are not sufficient to over¬ 
come population growth 
and discouraged workers 
returning to the workforce.

Callaway played in the 
NAIA with Robert Morris, 
averaging 8.0 points per 
game. 

Both players project to 
come off the bench for the 
Rainmen. 

“Demetrius can score, 
he can shoot the basket¬ 
ball really well and he can 
put the ball on the floor 
and do some special 
things,” Levingston said. 
“With Jerwin, you 
thought (former Rainmen) 
Brian Silverhorn could

CFLin talks to bring 
games to Moncton

The CFL is negotiating with 
Moncton to bring an annual 
regular season game to the 
city for the next five years. 

A CBC report said yester¬ 
day the deal could begin as 
early as fall 2010. The 
games would be hosted at 
the Universite de Monc¬ 
ton’s new 10,000-seat facili¬ 
ty — expandable to 20,000 
— for the world junior 
track and field champi¬ 
onships. 

Commissioner Mark Co- 
hon had told Metro Halifax 
in June it was his intention 
to host a regular season 
game in Moncton in 2010 
and he encouraged Nova 


Scotians to make the trip. 
At the time, Halifax wasn’t 
considered an option for 
the game. 

“Because there is no sta¬ 
dium in Halifax, it makes it 
very difficult for the league 
to consider big events 
there,” Cohon said. 

Prior to Cohon’s term as 
commissioner, Halifax host¬ 
ed a CFL exhibition game in 
2005. That drew a crowd of 
11,148 thanks to temporary 
seating at Huskies Stadium. 

“The way I look at it is 
this is great for sport in the 
region,” said Trade Centre 
Ltd. interim president Scott 
Ferguson, of a Moncton 
game. “Any team in Atlantic 
Canada would have to be a 
regional team and this just 
spreads the word.”

The film trades in cheese¬

review Awkward behaviour 
is a comedy staple. Create a 
character who says the 
wrong thing at the wrong 
time and you’ve got yourself 
some chuckles. However, it 
is a delicate balancing act. 

It’s perfectly fine if a 
character annoys eveiyone 
onscreen, but once the au¬ 
dience is annoyed you’ve 
got problems. Unfortunate¬ 
ly the protagonist of All 
About Steve would irritate 
anyone with a pulse. 

Sandra Bullock stars as a 
crossword writer who 
can’t keep herself from 
spitting out every obscure 
fact that pops into her 
head. By the time the film 
ends we’re expected to em¬ 


brace her foibles, but sadly 
she’s just too obnoxious 
and one note for that to 
ever be possible. 

Part of the problem is 
that the movie loses focus 
early on. The film starts 
with Bullock being set up 
on a date with pretty boy 
Hangover star Bradley 
Cooper, who is immediate¬ 
ly put off by her. However, 
Bullock is undeterred and 
starts following Cooper’s 
news team around the 
country. 

It certainly doesn’t help 
that 30 minutes in she gets 
lost in the shuffle and the 
film is given over to a col¬ 
lection of recognizable 
comedy co stars like 
Thomas Haden Church’s 
arrogant news anchor, Ken 
Jeong’s pushover assistant, 
DJ Qualls’ obsessive apple 
carver and others. 

The problem is that the 
script was obviously 
rewritten to accommodate 
all the actors, and in the 
last half of All About Steve 
it’s difficult to tell who the 
movie is even about.

N ext to Johnny 
“Take This Job 
and Shove It” 
Paycheck, direc¬ 
tor Mike Judge 
may be the closest thing 
we have to a patron saint 
of crappy jobs. 

His 1999 movie Office 
Space — about company 
workers who rebel against 
their miserly boss — was re¬ 
cently ranked number one 
in a poll of best workplace 
comedies ever, and this 
weekend his film Extract 
details life inside a factory. 

He’s the man who made 
wearing “37 piece of flair” 
on a restaurant uniform 
synonymous with the 


worst of minimum wage 
life. For anyone who’s ever 
had a job they hated — and 
who hasn’t? — Mike Judge 
is the go-to movie guy. 

When he put the words “I 
don’t like my job, and I do”t 
think I’m gonna go any¬ 
more,” into Ron Liv¬ 
ingston’s mouth in Office 
Space, he was voicing a 
thought that has raced 
through all our minds at 
least once. 

The only cinematic 
workplace worse than the 
ones Judge has conjured 
up has to be the real estate 
office in Glengarry Glen 
Ross. The story is simple. It 
shows two days in the lives 
of four salesmen, two of 
whom will be fired by 
week’s end if their sales 
aren’t high enough. 

Fighting for their lives 
the four main salesmen — 
Jack Lemmon, Ed Harris, A1 
Pacino and Alan Arlcin — 
redefine ruthlessness. 
Long John Silver wasn’t as 


cutthroat as these guys and 
the language they use 
would give any HR depart¬ 
ment a collective coronary. 
The vernacular was so 
rough during production 
the actors referred to the 
film as Death of a F*&@in’ 
Salesman. 

A bit more genteel, lan¬ 
guage wise at least, is 1980’s 
Nine to Five. In our era of 
flexi-time hours the name is 


a bit of an anachronism, but 
8:15 to 4:30 just doesn’t 
have the same ring. This sto¬ 
ry of sexual harassment, the 
glass ceiling that faced 
working women and a “sex¬ 
ist, egotistical, lying, hypo¬ 
critical bigot” boss spawned 
not only a hit single, but al¬ 
so a television show and a 
hit Broadway show. 

Hollywood’s use of the 
workplace as a setting is a

no brainer; there’s interac¬ 
tion between diverse char¬ 
acters, which means plen¬ 
ty of conflict and it’s some¬ 
thing we can all relate to. 

Everyone at one time or 
another has had a job they 
hated, but perhaps the real 
reason we watch these 
movies and others like 
Clerks and Modem Times is 
that no matter what your 
job, someone, on film at 
least, has it worse than you.

Extract more silly than satire

REVIEW With his 1999 cult- 
hit comedy Office Space, 
filmmaker Mike Judge won 
over audiences by tapping 
into the trivialities of the 
working stiff. Now, the 
man who also created TV’s 
King of the Hill is back on 
the job with Extract. 

This time, however, 
Judge has set his latest 
laugher at a small-town ex¬ 
tract factory where Joel (Ja¬ 


son Bateman) manages a 
melange of unco-operative 
misfits. 

When an attractive, 
young grifter (Mila Kunis) 
suddenly gets hired on, Joel 
is bolstered by the prospect 
of pepping up his boring 
life with the notion of an af¬ 
fair. 

Coached by his bartend¬ 
ing bro (Ben Affleck) dur¬ 
ing one inebriated 
evening, Joel regrettably 
agrees to hire a gigolo to 
seduce his wife (SNL’s Kris¬ 
ten Wiig) in order to allevi¬ 
ate the subsequent guilt of 
his anticipated infidelity. 

Compared to Office 
Space, Extract is small on 
satire and more focused on 
silly situational comedy. In 
that sense, Judge lacks focus 
on the narrative leaving the 


audience to follow the me¬ 
andering, wandering struc¬ 
ture on their own. 

Luckily though, Judge’s 
strength lies more in devel¬ 
oping detailed characters 
that shine in satirical speci¬ 
ficities. 

While Bateman easily fits 
into the role of stupefied 
straight man, his support¬ 
ing cast resonates with 
blue-collar authenticity. 

But the true scene-stealer 
in Extract is comic-actor 
David Koechner (Anchor¬ 
man) who remarkably man¬ 
ages to capture the riotous 
nuances of that annoying 
suburban neighbour who 
just doesn’t know how to 
take a hint.

Wood breathes life into dolls

At next year’s Comic-Con, 
if you see someone who’s 
a little short to be a 
stormtrooper, chances are 
it won’t be Elijah Wood. 

Though the instantly rec¬ 
ognizable Lord of the Rings 
star acknowledges he’d 
need a disguise to be able 
to walk the floor of the San 
Diego Convention Center 
without getting mobbed, 
he’s looking for something 
a little less bulky.

Death Cab for Amy 


Dark thoughts inspire Stars 
singer on latest solo album

With a successful band 
and a budding solo career, 
Amy Millan's brain is, nat¬ 
urally, filled with musical 
thoughts. But she’s also 
got something else on the 
mind. "I think about death 
every day,” she says on the 
phone from Montreal. “I 
remind myself I will die so 
I live as hard and as well 
as I can every day.” 

For fans of Millan’s solo 
records — she also sings 
in Stars — this revelation 
isn’t a surprise. Just look 
at the titles of her two 
records; her 2006 debut 
was named Honey from 
the Tombs; her new 
record is called Masters of 
the Burial. 

The new song titles also 
deal with death. There’s 
Bruised Ghosts, Bury This, 
Finish Line and she covers 
Death Cab for Cutie’s 
haunting love song I Will 
Follow You Into The Dark. 

It’s not that the singer 
has a morbid curiosity 


with the afterlife — Mil¬ 
lan has experienced loss. 
However, she doesn’t say 
what tragedies have be¬ 
fallen her. “It’s private,” 
she says. “But there has 
been sorrow.” 

While the themes may 
deal with less than uplift¬ 
ing topics, the music isn’t 
nearly as depressing. Like 
her last record, Masters is 
generally soft and delicate 
with a subtle country 
twang. With songs such as 
the warm Lullaby-lilce Low 
Sail, and the lush, harmo¬ 
ny-filled Americana num¬ 
ber Bound, this infectious 
record is a vast improve¬ 
ment over Honey from the 
Tombs. 

But while many artists 
try to better themselves 
with each record, Millan’s 
goal isn’t to build on her 
previous efforts. 

“It’s like talking about 
children,” she says. 
“Which one do you like 
better? You love them 
both equally. I wouldn’t 
have been able to make a 
second record if I hadn’t 
made the first.” 


She’ll leave the discus¬ 
sion on whether or not 
Masters is superior to 
Honey up to the critics. 

“I don’t live in a world 
of judgment,” she says. “I 


leave that to the people of 
the blogosphere and the 
comments page. The 
world I live in is just try¬ 
ing to create beauty.”

and more of her own mu¬ 
sic, it’s hard not to won¬ 
der if she’s setting herself 
up to leave her more fa¬ 
mous day jobs, as a the fe¬ 
male vocalist in the Stars 
and Broken Social Scene. 
She says that’s not the 
case, but admits a lengthy 
solo career is a logical 
step. 

“It’s obvious that I can 
keep going with myself, 
but I would love to be in 
Stars for the rest of my 
days,” she says. “And who 
wouldn’t want to be in 
BSS? But all those other 
projects are so collabora¬ 
tive; I’m not really respon¬ 
sible for the music writ¬ 
ing.

ost people 
have forgot¬ 
ten that the 
Beatles were 
latecomers 
to the compact disc. Apple 
Corps, the organization en¬ 
trusted with protecting the 
Beatles’ legacy, stubbornly 
stuck with issuing material 
on vinyl until discs started 
rolling out on Feb. 26, 
1987. When the full cata¬ 
logue was finally available, 
the decline of the LP was a 
done deal. 

But those original Beat¬ 
les CDs really weren’t any¬ 
thing special. They sound¬ 
ed fine — the analogue-to- 
digital transfer technology 
they used was the best of 
its day — but by later stan¬ 
dards, they sound harsh. 
The packaging and the lin¬ 
er notes were basic and 
dull, devoid of any history 


or context. Bonus tracks or 
alternate mixes? Sorry, just 
the standard 30 to 36 min¬ 
utes per disc. And outside 
of a 40th anniversary edi¬ 
tion of Sgt. Pepper in 2007 
that featured tarted up 
packaging, we’ve had to 
make do with these — let’s 
face it — embarrassing dig¬ 
ital reissues for 22 years. 

This, however, will all 
change on Wednesday (09- 
09-09: “Number 9...Num¬ 
ber 9...Number 9 — get it?) 
when all the original U.K. 
albums along with Magi¬ 
cal Mystery Tour and Past 
Masters — not to mention 
the Beatles edition Rock 
Band — hits stores. 

A dedicated team at 
Abbey Road spent months 
using digital filters and 
other electronic tricks to 
clean up and tweak the 
original master tapes. The 
refurbished versions 
sparkle with a clarity un¬ 
heard in Beatles record¬ 
ings until now. You hear 
things — snare buzzes, 
fingers moving on strings, 
growls in the voice — that 
had been submerged in 
the murk. Obsessive types 
will search for things like 


the point in Hey Jude 
where John drops an F- 
bomb, the squeaking pi¬ 
ano stool in A Day in the 
Life and the mythical 
Morse code in Strawberry 
Fields Forever. 

The super hardcore fan 
will go for the box set 
which features the mono 
mixes (The Beatles came 
late to stereo, too, with 
the first ten albums 
recorded that way), which 
are considered by many of 
the faithful to be the prop¬ 
er and definitive versions 
of the songs. But the 
stereo mixes are also bril¬ 
liant, showing off George 
Martin’s skill as a produc¬ 
er. 

Add in the upgraded 
packaging — the box sets 
are gorgeous — and the 
Beatles canon finally gets 
the digital respect it de¬ 
serves. 

This will most likely be 
the last major event we’ll 
see with the CD. Think of 
it as a going away present 
for the compact disc.

Canada’s fashion twins win fame game 



Identical-twin fashion designers Dean and Dan Caten were bred 
for success — they’re joining Canada’s Walk of Fame. 


With a fashion empire 
spanning the globe, kudos 
from stars including 
Madonna, and this week¬ 
end’s induction into Cana¬ 
da’s Walk of Fame, it 
would seem identical-twin 
fashion designers Dean 
and Dan Caten were bred 
for success. 

And they were, but most¬ 
ly through their own voli¬ 
tion, they say. 

They battled marginal¬ 
ization while growing up 
with seven siblings in a 
low-income home in the 
Toronto suburb of Willow- 
dale. 

“We had no money,” said 
Dan Caten, one half of the 
smash Dsquared2 label, 


over the phone recently 
from a beach in Mykonos, 
Greece, where he and his 
brother were taking a rare 
vacation. 

“We were poor and my 
dad was a ... welder and 
we were nine kids and we 
had no mother. And my 
dad said: ‘Oh, you’ll be a 
welder and you’ll be in a 
union and you’ll make $12 
an hour,”’ he recalled. 

But the twins were deter¬ 
mined against that fate 
and in 1991, they set up 
shop in Milan, Italy, where 
their father was born. 

They went on to create 
clothing lines for men and 
women; stitch threads for 
celebrities including 


Madonna, Britney Spears 
and Ricky Martin; open 
stores around the world; 
and produce fragrances 
and an eyewear line. 

“We come from nothing 
and we built up our (com¬ 
pany) and we knocked it 
out,” said Dan Caten. 

Sometimes their Canadi¬ 
an nationality is woven in¬ 
to their designs, including 
their spring/summer 2010 
collection, which was in¬ 
spired by memories of 
camping in Algonguin 
Park in Ontario. 

They also plan to sketch 
outfits for the talent in the 
opening and closing cere¬ 
monies of the Vancouver 
2010 Olympics. 


“We’ve been waving our 
flag,” said Dean Caten. 
“And when your country 
acknowledges it and 
makes such a beautiful 
dedication to you, I think 
it’s a beautiful thing.” 

Legendary songstress 
Anne Murray, who was in¬ 
ducted into Canada’s Walk 
of Fame in 1998, will host 
Saturday’s gala at Four Sea¬ 
sons Centre for the Per¬ 
forming Arts. The ceremo¬ 
ny will be broadcast Sun¬ 
day on Global and Slice. 

“It’s the hugest award 
that we’ve received so far,” 
said Dean Caten. 

“It’s an inspiration for all 
young Canadians: The 
sky’s the limit, you can do 


whatever you want to do if 
you put your mind to it. It 
doesn’t matter where you 


come from, it’s where you 
want to go.”

Judges question Rye novel 


Federal appeals court 
judges had plenty of 
questions Thursday about 
a Swedish author’s so-far 
unsuccessful attempt to 
publish a book in the 
United States that was 
once promoted as a 
sequel to J.D. Salinger’s 
The Catcher in the Rye. 

The three-judge panel 
of the 2nd U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals ex¬ 
pressed doubts about 
whether a lower-court 
judge heard enough evi¬ 
dence before blocking the 
U.S. publication this sum¬ 
mer of 60 Years Later: 
Coming Through the Rye. 

Judge Guido Calabresi 


was sure of one thing 
though — his opinion of 
the novel by Swedish au¬ 
thor Fredrilc Colting. He 
gave an instant review of 
the book that’s already 
published in England, ref¬ 
erencing it as “this rather 
dismal piece of work if I 
may say so.” 

The case largely hinges 
on whether Colting’s 
book transforms 

Salinger’s original cre¬ 
ation enough that it quali¬ 
fies to be published as 
“fair use” of copyrighted 
work. 

Edward H. Rosenthal, a 
lawyer for Colting and 
SCB Distributors Inc., 


which would distribute 
the book in the United 
States, told the judges 
that Judge Deborah Batts 
had banned the book 
even though it was “high¬ 
ly transformative with 
enormous amounts of 
commentary and criti¬ 
cism.” 

Marcia Beth Paul, a 
lawyer who argued on 
Salinger’s behalf, said 
publication of the book 
would violate her client’s 
right not to publish any 
sequels of the novel, a fix¬ 
ture in classrooms across 
the world for more than 
half a century. 

Paul was questioned re¬ 


peatedly by Calabresi and 
Judge Jose A. Cabranes. 

Calabresi asked 

whether the lower court 
judge might need to hear 
more evidence because 
the case relates to the 
First Amendment. 

Paul said the book 
copied too much of 
Salinger’s work. 

“It is clear on its face 
that this work is not 
transformative,” she said. 

The Catcher in the Rye, 
which has sold more than 
35 million copies, tells 
the story of 16-year-old 
Holden Caulfield immedi¬ 
ately after he is kicked 
out of a prep school just 


before Christmas and de¬ 
cides to explore New York 
City before returning to 
his family home. 

Published in 1951, it 
was written by Salinger, 
of Cornish, N.H., who did 
not attend arguments in 
the case after challenging 
publication of the new 
novel. 

Colting, who lives near 
Gothenburg, Sweden, has 
said in a court document 
that he did not “slavishly 
copy” Salinger when he 
wrote the novel, his first, 
under the pseudonym J.D. 
California. 

“I am not a pirate,” he 

wrote. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS
